Is Reasonable Hope of a Fair 
Crop This Year 


The Free Press prints its fith crop 
teport for this season. “It is fairly 
evident,” says the report, “that the 
Canadian west is not to havea bumper 
crop his year. but with good weather 
from now on there is reasonable hope 
for a fair crop.” 

In Manitoba re-seeding has been 
neccessary, following early damage, 
in three-fourths of the province, says 
the report. An average of 10 per cent 

‘of the area set to crop thie year in 
| Manitoba has been re-seeded. Cne 
half the points queried by the 
| Free Press raport wheat io shot blade. 
For the most part there has been 
‘good moisture in this province but 
,on the report of general conditions, 
. the average outlook is fair on condi- 
‘tion, “that we get more rains” 
| In Saskatchewan it has been neces: 
ssary to re-seed about 5 per cent. of 
the croparea,and the number of points 
‘reporting wheat in shot bladeis much 
smaller than in Manitoba. Evidently 
the need of moisture 1s great, and 
many reports indicate that hot winds 
are still doing damage. One the 
whole, the crop is later than last year. 
On the report as to general conditions 
a fair crop is indicated provided more 


Tn Alberta very little re seeding has 
been neccessary and «about 75 per 
cent.of the districts queried report 
wheat in shot blade, owing to early 
hot weather. Of the three prairie prov 
inces, Alberta appears to be the worst 
off forlack of moisture, but the advent 
of rain will still be in time to make a 
considerable difference to the outlook 
of the crop. 

Thefsituation as to coarse grains is 
fairly good, especially in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan.

Famous Dutch Cartoonist Refers to

Eating Ourselves to Death 


The Injury to Health and Vitality 
Increases With the Amount 
of Excess Weight Carried 


That the average weight of a well- 
fed population is above the bodily 
weight best suited to health is dis- 
tinctly borne out by the mortality 
investigations of the insurance com- 
panics. When men are divided into 
groups, according to their weight 
the lowest mortality is not found in 
the groups of average weights but 
among those men who are from fif- 
teen to thirty pounds under weight. 
This is not so apparent among 
young men, but after forty the dif- 
ference becomes more marked and 
among men of fifty and upwards the 
death rate is ten per cent higher 
for those of average weight thaw for 
those whose weights fall into the 
group which are fifteen to thirty 
pounds underweight. 

The injury to health and _ vitality 
increases+with the amount of excess 
weight carricd. This increased mor- 
tality from overweight is greatest in 
the middle period of life. Men from 
forty to forty-five years of age who 
weight sixty-five pounds to cighty 
pounds above the average have a 
mortality just about twice as great 
as men of the sanic age who are 
from fiftecn to thirty pounds under 
the average weights—thar is, whose 
Shed frame carries no accumulated 
at. 

Thus we sce that on the average 
the well-fed American carrics at 
least twenty per cent. more avoirdu- 
pois than physical efficiency  de- 
mands; and that an estimate of a 
ten per cent. food waste from over- 
eating is very conservative, indeed. 
The luxury of being well-fed costs 
our nation more than a billion dol- 
lars a year in food waste, while its 
cost in lives cut short and in im- 
paired working efficiency is a loss 
which if it could be measured in dol- 
lars would amount to scvycral billions 
per annum. — From “Lose Ten

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH-

“Germany,” he says, “no 
can send submarines to the trade 
routes between the United States 
and Europe and expect them to 
patrol these lances and escape de- 
tection whether above or below 
water. Any submarine which now 
moves about within a range of thirty 
miles of any of the allies’ patrol ves-

sels can not only be detected but 
definitely located if it remains long 
enough in any given vicinity, ‘This 


fact alone has accounted in part for 
the great destruction of German sub- 
marines in the last few months, 
and may eventually, when the patrol 
boats become numerous enough 
prove to be the prize antidote to 
submarine effectiveness. 

“The ‘ear,’ an attachment which, 
when placed alongside a_ ship, will 
detect the approach of another ves- 
sel, has been known to all navies 
for a long time, but the allies now 
have a mechanical device the sensi- 
tiveness and accuracy of which ex- 


cels anything herctofore employed 
for this puropse. Combined with 
the highly effective depth bomb, 


which explodes upon water pressure 
at any depth fixed, this device has 
wreaked havoc on the submarines in 
the last few months. 

“Unless a submarine can reach its 
destination undetected or lie on the 
bottom submerged until the time for 
action arrives, it is now difficult for 


it to do any business at all near the
